With death-defying speed, Freddie 
Frame, of Los Angeles, roared to vic- 
tory in the 20th international 500- 
mile automobile race over the In- 
dianapolis speedway today, leaving a 
string of broken records in the wake 
of his tiny gray-painted eight- 
cylinder racer. 

Frame, a 37-year-old driver, with 
10 years of racing experience behind 
him, smashed all existing records for 
the 500-mile race when he bounced 
his little racer over the finishing line 
in triumph, He covered the 500 miles 
in 4:48:03.79 to average 104.144 
miles an hour, breaking the former 
record of 101.13 established by Peter

SIX PERSONS HURT 
AS BOMB 15. FIRED 
IN THEATER HERE 


Explosion.in Center Rows | 
Causes Stampede of | 


Panic-StrickenAudience. 


Labor Troubles Blamed. 


A number of persons were slightly 
injured and panic ensued in a stam- 
pede from the Georgia theater Mon- 


day afternoon when an improvised 
glass-encased bomb was set off by un- 
known persons in the latest outbreak 
of violence caused by labor trouble 
at the theater. 

At least six persons were known 
to have been hurt, while a number 
of others were bruised as they scram- 
bled out of seats near the explosion, 
which occurred almost in the center 
of the first floor of the theater. 

Those known to have been hurt 


were: 
Mrs. J. T. Frazier, 663 West 
Peachtree street, who was treated at

Explosion Is Described. 


William Hinds, filing editor for the 
Atlanta bureau of The Associated 
Press, was in the audience when the 
bomb exploded. Hinds described the 
first impression of the blast as a loud 
detonation and flare-up, apparently of 
flashlight powder, which had been set 
off with an ingenuious perfection of 
timing, while the spectators were al- 
ready keyed up to nervousness by the 
picture on the screen, which showed 
a case of dynamite about to explode. 

Women fainted and screamed and 
a near riot resulted in the front rows 
of the theater, Hinds said. The 30 
for the exits was quelled when W. 
Peters, of Miami, Fla., manager a a 
Miami theater, who happened to be 

visiting the local movie house, cau- 
tioned the audience against stamped- 
ing. Announcement was made from 
the stage that there was no danger, 
and the audience, with the exception 
of those whq-had been in the center 
of the exploston. resumed their seats. 

Officials of the theater, while at- 
tributing the explosion to the recent 
labor troubles which resulted from the 
operation of the house on a non- 
union basis, refused to implicate 
either union or non- -union agitators 
in giving their opinion as to the 
cause of the blast. The Georgia thea- 
ter went on non-union basis about 
two months ago, and since that time 
a hand grenade, stench bombs and live 
snakes have been used by vandals.

Hitlerites’ Hopes Rise 
As Bruening Steps Out 


Resignation of Cabinet, However, Brings Little 
Indication of Early Power in Germany 
for Nazis.

| BERLIN, May 30.—(#)—Dr. Hein- 
‘rich Bruening and his cabinet stepped 
aside today, and the nazis of Adolf 
Hitler hailed the resignation with the 
triumphant slogan: “Our hour has 


come,” 

But when President Paul Von Hin- 
denburg accepted the resignation of 
the two-year-old cabinet, there was 
no indication that the fascist Hitler 
would step directly into power. 

As conferences progressed through- 
out the day, the impression grew that 
the nazis would not immediately cash 
in on their recent state victories, but 
that perhaps the next chancellor would 
be a man whom they could tolerate. 

Then there was some talk that the 
nazis might assume power after the 
Lausanne conference on June 16, but 
authorities agreed this was “another 
question.” 

At any rate, the little nazi chief- 
tain was ushered in to the president 
early tonight to confer on the com- 
plexion of a cabinet, after hurriedly 
reaking off his election campaign 
tour in Mecklenburg. The outcome 
of the conference was not revealed. 

Previously the aged executive had 
summoned Paul Loebe, chairman of the 
reichstag and a power in its biggest 
party, the socialist or social demo- 
cratic group. 

The socialist and nazi leaders, com- 


¢*prising the biggest two parties in the 


present reichstag, were understood to 
have given their suggestions to the 
president. 

Tomorrow the centrists (Catholics), 
German nationalists and the people's 
party will be heard, as well &s the 
remaining small parties. It was in- 
dicated that for at least another day 
President Von Hindenburg would re- 
main both captain and pilot of Ger- 
many’s ship of state. 

ere were many reasons assigned 
to the resignation of Dr. Bruening, 
which came after several private con- 
ferences between chancellor and pres- 
ident. 

Chief among them, however, were 
the president’s impression that the 
socialist-centrist coalition of Bruen- 
ing no longer represented the will 
of the people. and his reported con- 
viction that the army was no longer 
behind the present government in case 
of uprising. 

Too, personal influences were at 
work during the president’s recent va- 
cation at Neudeck, East Prussia, 
where the junkers (aristocracy) were 
reported to have objected to the chan- 
cellor’s dissolution of Hitler’s storm 
troops, and opposed his drastic de- 
crees, 

When the president dispensed with 
his pilot, the gesture indicated that

Seabury Nears Roundup 
‘of Evidence Against 
New York Executive.

NEW YORK, May 30.—(UP)— 
Samuel Seabury, counsel for the Hof- 
stadter committee, tomorrow will be- 
gin presentation of evidence by which 
he hopes to persuade Governor Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt to remove James J. 

Walker as mayor of New York. 
He will bring to the stand, among 
the first of his witnesses, J. Allan 
Smith, agent for a group of bus, auto- 


mobile and transportation interests 
which, in the heyday of 1927, hoped 
to obtain for themselves a monopolis- 
tic traffic franchise in three boroughs 
of New York. 

The position of Smith in the tan- 
gle of friendships, political and so- 
cial, that have surrounded Walker 
since the beginning of his administra- 
tion, is peculiar. 

He has figured in every major 
“deal” surrounding the _ transporta- 
tion problems of New York for eight 
years. But, according to the sworn 
testimony of Mayor Walker, he is 
“unknown” to the mayor. 

“Deals” Mentioned. 

Among other things in which his 
name has appeared are: 

A deal in which Mayor Walker 
bought 300 shares of Interstate Trust 
Company stock which eventually 
found their way into Smith’s hands. 

A letter of credit for $10,000, over- 
drawn by Walker to the extent of $3,- 
000 in Paris, bought and paid for by 
Smith. 

Numerous letters exchanged be- 
tween his company and State Senator 
John H. Hastings, Walker's “closest” 
friend, relating to Hasting’s $18,000- 
a-year connection with the Equitable 
Coach Company. 

Several telegrams between Smith, 
F. R. Fageol, Hastings and others 
in which the mayor was characterized 
as “the boy friend.” 

Mayor Walker, on the other hand, 
has a number of witnesses to present 
in an effort to refute the testimony 
of his enemies—some of them “un- 
witting enemies,” like Park Commis- 


sioner Walter Herrick, who disputed 
Walker's testimony last week.

MARKET CONTROL 


Néed-Emphasized by Re- 
cent Kreuger & Toll De- 
bacle, Counsel Says. 


NEW YORK, May 30.—(/)—In an 
attack on the New York Stock Ex- 
change, Samuel Untermyer_ today 
stated that the Kreuger & Toll de- 
bacle “once again emphasizes the ne- 
cessity for federal legislation regulat- 
ing, supervising and curbing the un- 
controlled power” of the exchange. 

The attack is contained in a letter 
which the veteran lawyer has _ ad- 
dressed to the exchange as counsel 
of the independent protective commit- 
tee for Kreuger & Toll Company deb- 
enture bond holders. 

It is in reply to a recent communi- 
cation from the exchange in which it 
refused to use its power in helping 


the independent protective committee $1,200: 


gain access to a list of Kreuger & 
Toll bond holders. 

“The only parties who have access 
to the lists of debenture holders are 
Lee, Higginson & Co. and their allied 
banking houses, underwriters and 
members of the selling syndicate by 
or through whom these debentures 
were issued and distributed to the 
public,” Mr. Untermyer’s letter states. 

s “False Statements.” 

“All of ‘tone sales were based upon 
a prospectus signed by Lee, Higgin- 
son & Co. and their co-syndicate mem- 
bers that was a mass of grossly false 
and fraudulent statement. I do not 
for a moment suggest that these gen- 
tlemen knew, or had reason to believe, 
that the representations were false. 
Although I have no evidence on the 
subject, I am satisfied that the con- 
trary is the case, but insist that there 
was unbelievable negligence on their 
part, amounting to constructive fraud, 
which renders them liable to the tens 
of thousands of investors who have 
been defrauded. 

“It is hardly likely that these vic- 
timized investors, if they had any al- 
ternative, would knowingly place their 
debentures in the hands of a commit- 
tee organized by and representing the 
agencies through which they were de- 
ceived.” 

Mr. Untermyer notes that the ex- 
change is constantly listing new bonds. 

“In none of these cases, so far as I 
know, where there has been a de- 
fault in the payment of principal or 
interest, or in any other case of which 
I know, does the mortgage or agree- 
ment contain any provision whereby 
the bond holders can get into com- 
munication with one another for self- 
preservation, although you are, and 
rightly so, careful in exacting the in-

Browne and his volunteer assistant 
Brooks, were fished out of the water 
by a party in a sea sled. Browne had 
a dislocated shoulder. Brooks was un- 
hurt although he complained he 
“hadn't intended to take a bath un- 
til Saturday. 

“We both left the plane at the 
same time,” Brooks _ said. “We 
couldn't help it. When the wing tore 
off, we were left sitting almost in the 
open air.’ 

“It rained plane all around us as 
we settled in our parachutes to the 
water. We left the plane at an alti- 
tude of about 500 feet and the chutes 
opened about 100 feet before we lit.” 

Browne Clings to Wreckage. 

Brooks said the wing was torn off 
in a steep dive caused when the 
weighted nozzle of the gasoline hose 
dangling from the _ refueling plane 
above caught in the stabilizer of 
Browne’s plane and lifted the tail and 
smashed the rudder assembly. 

Browne was clinging to wreckage 
when he was picked up some distance 
from where the fuselage of the plane 
dropped into the deep water. 

A total of 654 gallons of gasoline 
made Browne's plane weigh about four 
tons. He had planned to load 300 
more gallons from the refueling plane 
and then make a dash for Tokyo. .It 
was Browne's second narrow escape 
from death in two days. Yesterday an 
oil leak in his motor developed after 
he had flown several hundred miles 
toward his goal. 

Blinded by hot oil, Browne man- 
aged to maneuver to a higher altitude 
until he could recover’ his vision. 
When he saw how much oil 
losing he dumped most of his gaso- 
line and returned here. 

Prize Returns te Donors. 

It was only upon his return here 
that he discovered that he had broken 
a stabilizer wire in grazing a tree 
on the take-off. He had noticed the 
ship was vibrating slightly but had 
decided to take a change and proceed. 

Fliers here expressed the opinion 
the tail assembly would have been 
shaken off before Brown could pos- 
sibly have reached Tokyo, making his 
plane unmanageable, 

The perilous take-off yesterday de- 
cided Browne in favor of midair re- 
fueling and a cabin plane was hur- 
riedly fitted up with extra tanks for 
the attempt today.

On motion of Dr. D. P. McGeachy, 
pastor of the Decatur Presbyterian 
church, the ministers, who met in a 
small group Monday, voted to send a 
telegram expressing the attitude of the 
Atlanta clergymen toward his stand 
on lities in religion. 

“he telegram was as follows: 

“Atlanta wet press making constant 
and exultant use of your reported ref- 
ence in opening sermon to church and 
armas We trust that before ad- 
ournment you will lead assembly in 
ringing statement of right and duty 
of church to act in all matters of 
moral import, even when political par- 
ties invade the field. Gambling, slav- 
ery, marriage, prohibition, war and 
other topics may interest politicians, 
but they are not, therefore, excluded 
from our thought as Christians.” 

The message was signed “Atlanta 
Presbyterian Ministers’ Association.” 

Moderator Crowe enunciated his 
principles of pulpit conduct in his 
initial address, which preceded his 
election last Thursday by the general 
assembly. In his address he said: 

“Nor is it the business of the church | 
of Jesus Christ to assume the respon- 
sibility of defeating any candidate for 
the presidency of the United States. 
Instead of spiritualizing business and 
politics, the church is bent upon the 


secularizing of the ‘gospel of Christ.” 

Whether Monday’s action by the 
Atlanta association represents the at- 
titude of the entite’ membership of 
that group was a matter of conjec- 
ture. It was explained that the meet- 
ing, held at the Y. M. C. A., was at- 
tended by only a small proportion of 
the membershi;, and the motion of 
Dr. MeGeachy, which was seconded by 
the Rev. Dr. J.-R. Williams, an evan- 
gelist. wis not placed in discussion. 
Dr. S. S. Daughtry, pastor of West- 
minster Presbyterian church, was in 
the chair at the time, and did not 
vote on the proposal. 

It also was explained that Presby- 
terian ministers are at liberty to con- 
duct their pulpits in a manner gov- 
erned by their individual conscience 
and that no individual or group aside 
from the presbytery itself has an- 
thority to issue mandatory edicts in 
that regard. In that connection, a 
spokesman said, ministers may or may 
not take an active interest in political 
controversies.

W. D. VANDIVER, 78, 
‘SHOW ME’ AUTHOR, 
DIES IN MISSOURI

COLUMBIA, Mo., May 50.—(4)}-— 
Authorship of Missouri's “Show Me” 
attributed to 
Willard D. Vandiver, former congress- 
man, who died here today at the age 


of 78. 

The late Speaker Champ Clark 
credited Vandiver with originating 
the expression in an impromptu hu- 
morous address as a congressman be- 
fore the Five O'Clock Club, in Phila- 
delphia, in 1899. 

“rt come from the country that 
raises corn, cotton, cockleburs and 
democrats.” Vandiver said in the ad- 
dress, “I’m from Missouri, you've 
got to show me.” 

Others h®d been credited with au- 
thorship of the expression, but a na- 
tional magazine approved the Van- 
diver version as correct after an in- 
quiry. 

Vandiver, known as “Colonel,” was 
described as a typical southern gen- 
tleman of the old school. His appear- 
ance somewhat resembled that of a 
famous Missourian, Mark Twain. 

Vandiver was a bitter opponent of

A. Reed. of Missouri, and in 1922 
was president of the League of Loyal

1925 race. 

Frame, who finished second to Louis 
Schneider: last year, drove # steady, 
conservative race. He started in the 
tenth ‘row, forged his way up among 
the first 10 at 100 miles, and was 
well up among the leaders until the - 
o00-mile mark when he went into see- 
ond place behind Wilbur Shaw, In- 
dianapolis. *When Shaw was forced 
out of the race with a broken axle 
on the 157th lap (about 392: miles), 
Frame assumed the lead and held it 
until he received the checkered flag 
of victory on his 200th time around 
the treacherous oval.

WASHINGTON, May 30—(/)— 
Premier Ramsay MacDonald's plea 
that the Lausanne reparations confer- 
ence on June 16 be turned into a gen- 
eral conference on world trade was 
said today by the state department to 
have left unshaken the determination 
of the United States to remain away 
from Lausanne. 

The United States has never been 
asked to attend the Lausanne gather- 
ing, and if it were asked, state die- 
partment officials said, it would. not 
send delegates. This government has 
held since President Wilson's » time 
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that the United States asked no repa-

rations from Germany and is there- 
fore not concerned about reparations. 
It expects to have European nations 
pay their obligations to the United 
States irrespective of whether Ger- 
many meets the reparations obliga- 
tions imposed upon her by treaties 
and agreements settling the great war. 

After the European powers have 
reached some agreement on repara- 
tions and intergovernmental debts, the 
Unite’ States will consider proposals 
foreign countriés may care to make 
concerning the debts they owe this 
country. 

In his recent visit to the disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva, Secretary 
Stimson refrained from discussing the 
reparations and  intergovernmental 
debt problem. 

Since the first announcement of the 
Lausanne conference it has been 
known that after discussion of repa- 
rations the delegates would consider 
plans for betterment of commercial 
conditions the world over.

Soviet Paper Says Invasion 
of Siberia Would Be Step 
Toward Amer'can War. 


MOSCOW, May 30.—(?)—The gov- 
ernment organ Izvestia today charged 
certain Japanese elements with seek- 
ing an invasion of eastern Siberia to 
“facilitate Japan’s preparations for 
war against the United States by 
making available for the Japanese 
military machine the rich natural re- 
sources of Asiatic Russia. 

In a sharp warning to Japan not to 
try to lay her hands on Siberia, the 
vigorous editorial pronouncement call- 
ed attention to “recent demands in 
certain sections of the Japanese press 
for war against soviet Russia.” ° 

Declaring that the resources of 
Manchuria first were sought, Izvestia 
said that intelligent Japanese public 
opinion could not be relieved of re- 
sponsibility for the silence in the face 
of such a campaign, “which might 
lead to the sending of millions of peo- 
ple to a bloody slaughter.” 


“The soviet union does not demand 


anything of Japan except esteem of its 
borders,’ the editorial went on. “It 
wants to continue peaceful and friend- 
ly relations and to increase economic 
intercourse mutually beneficial to both 
countries. .. .” 

Katsuji Debuchi, Japanese ambas- 
sador at Washington, said recently 
that “Japan has no thought of in- 
vading Russian territory” and _ de- 
clared that “neither soviet Russia nor 
Japan wants war.” 

“There is no denying that soviet 
Russia has been uneasy about the un- 
settled conditions in Manchuria,” he 
said. But he added that he thought 
there have been “considerable exag- 
gerations of the number of troops the 
Russians have in Siberia along the 
Manchurian. border.” 

General Sadao Araki, Japanese 
minister of war, said at Tokyo, how- 
ever, that there was a menacing sit- 
uation in north Manchuria resulting 
from Russia's massing of troops on 
the frontier. 

“We are unable to understand what 
a warlike preparations mean,’ he 
said. 

Soviet Russia for some time has 
accused Japan of preparing in her 
Manchurian “pacification”  opera- 
titons for an attack on Russia and 
of assisting anti-soviet Russian “white 
guards” in Manchuria. These accusa- 
tions promptly have been denied by 
Japanese authorities. 

The charge that Japan is preparing 
for war against the United States ap- 
parently is a fresh one in the con- 
troversy between Japan and Russia, 
who have neighboring interests in the 
far east.
